Herman Stein, a painter, Madi- 


son, working for the Wisconsin Riv- 
er Power Co., was burned to death 
Saturday morning at about 8:30, 
when he fell from a wire-post and 
became entangled in a mass of high 
powered live wires. 


The accident occurred in a marsh 


beyond the Mayer Packing plant. 
A city ambulance was summoned 
and Stein was rushed to St. Mary's 
hospital, where he died shortly after 
his arrival at' about 9:30. 


Stein was horribly burned, it was 


said, the burns reaching into the 
bone in many places. 
In spite of 


this he retained consciousness until 
the moment of his death. His wile 
arrived at the hospital soon after he 
died. 


Stein had jnst begun to work for 


the Wisconsin River Power Co. Sat- 
urday morning, and was 
painting 


his first post, when the accident 
occurred. It is understood that his 
brother-in-law was

with 


him. 


Stein was 32 years of age. He

Says Elaine is Playing Poli- 


tics With Bill for Ap- 
propriation for Indus- 


trial Commission 


Gov. Elaine and members of 
the 


legislative joint finance committee 
were attacked by Senator George 
B. Skofrmo Friday for playing "pol- 
itics" with tho appropriation 
bill 


for the industrial commission. 


Speaking of the threatened veto 


by Gov. Elaine of industrial com- 
mission bill unless it was reduced 
from $300,000 annually to $285,000 
annually, Senator Skogmp said: 


"This may be good politics but it 


is mighty poor statesmanship. This 
bill awarding $300,000 annually to 
this department, one of the most 
important in the state, passed both 
houses. Then the governor for the 
paltry sum of $15,000 
threatened 


to veto it and the committee was 
compelled to -withdraw the measure 
from his office. 


"The committee, it appears, .then 


decided to go the governor one bet- 
ter and reduced the appropriation 
to $250,000. I am opposed to such 
practice." 


Sen. Sk'ogmo and. the senate ma. 


jority supported an amendment • to 
the committee bill increasing 
the 


appropriation to $285,000.

irobably report will be the bill fov 
harJtable and penal 
institutions, 


financial hearings were 
held on 


his bill Thursday and it is probable 
fiat this bill carrying an appropri- 
tion for the next biennial perio< 
or all of tbe charitable and pena 
nstitutions will be reported out nol 
later than'Wednesday. This will be 
followed by reports on the univer 
sity and normal school bills, 


Judged 
from 
conversations 
of 


members of the joint finance com- 
mittee the big building program 
which has been outlined by the uni- 
versity will not be approved by the 
joint finance committee. The com- 
mittee has indicated it believes the 
time is inopportune for erection of 
any buildings at state institutions. 


When the joint finance committee 


begins reporting of large appropri- 
ation bills it means that the back- 
bone of long session of the legisla- 
ture has been broken and t-bat work 
will then be rushed to an early con- 
clusion. There will be nothing to 
hold the legislature in session after 
the large appropriation bills are out 
of the way. 


Forty members of the 
assembly 


have signed petition favoring a fin- 
al adjournment of the legislature on 
May 27 and the committee on rules 
of the house has reported for pas- 
sage a. resolution calling for final 
adjournment at that time. There 
are indications that this resolution 
will pass the house by a large vote 
and the legislature will bend every 
effort to get its work cleaned up by 
that time. The assembly is ahead 
of the senate in its work but the 
senate has indicated that probably 
during the coming week it will hold 
night sessions in order to clean up 
its calendar and get the work dis- 
posed of. 


Assemblyman Martin Biggins an- 


nounced he will withdraw from the 
committee of rules a bill introduced 
by him last week providing that all 
laws applying to men shall be ap- 
plied to women equally. It was dis- 
covered that the proposed legisla- 
tion would abrogate many of tbe 
statutes now on books with special 
reference to women hours of labor. 
Mr. Higgins states that his bill go*s. 
farther than he had intended and 
for that reason he 
will ask .the 


house to give him privilege of with 
drawing the bill the coming week. 


There will be a full attendance in 


•both houses of the legislature the 
coming week. On Thursday the as- 
sembly will consider ths Dahl bill, 
one of the main taxation measures 
of the session. This bill provides 
for a revision of the present income 
'.ax law; for the abolition of per- 
sonal property offset; for repeal of 
secrecy clause of income tax laws 
and for tbe taxation oi dividends on 
bank stock.

The 
farmers of North Dakota have not 
been shaken by the malignant mis- 
representation and abuse directed at 
their officials. They are determined 
to carry..out their, industrial pro- 
gram,-and-many who formerly op- 
posed thr-league principles have had 
their-eyes- opened by the utterly un- 
scEupiilous tactics employed by the 
banking," insurance, grain, gambling 
and railroad interests, which are be- 
hind all the opposition to the state 
bank, state mill, state insurance and 
state home building program which 
is making North Dakota an oasis of 
democracy m a desert of reaction.

The annual excess at Wisconsin

A tabulation of tu- 
ition fees charged1 b'y. state univer- 
sities in the Mid-West, prepared 
by the Daily Cardinal, shows that 
Wisconsin leads

The better way to reduce the -en- 


rollment at the university, one of- 
ficial believes, would be to do so 
on the basis of scholastics. Make 
tho entrance requirements stricter 
and thus keep out those who either 
are not prepared to enter a higher 
institution of learning or who come 
for other purposes than education.

have the advantage to 
capitalize 


the experiences the other agency 
.has already had. 
The central..of- 


fice keeps no. record'of the social 
history of each client. Such infor- 
mation is obtainable only from the 
agency in active charge of the cli- 
ent, and it rests with that agency 
to give information upon -its own 
discretion."

MOVE ONE WAY 


Ordinance 
Would Alter 


Street Car Stops; Fire 
Station Bids Rejected 


An ordinance which would compel 


traffic to move ouo way around the 
capital square and which would re- 
volutionize the schedule 
stopping 


places of the city (tract cars, was 
introduced at Friday night's session 
of the council and referred to the' 
street committee. 


The ordinance provides that traf- 


fic shall 
move northwesterly on 


Pinckney st., southwesterly on Mif- 
flin,, southwesterly on Carroll and 
northeasterly on Main. Vehicles, it 
says, shall not be parked longer 
than 15 minutes on either side of 
King st or Main st. from Pinckney 
to Webster sts., and on State St., 
from Carroll to Frances sts. 
Street cars shall stop at the street 


intersection before crossing the in- 
tersection, except cars going north- 
west on Baldwin st. and east on 
Johnson St., it states. 


At present the cars, approaching 


the so^iare run past the intersection 
and stop to /receive and discharge 
passengers after they have proceed- 
e<i onto the square. Johnson Street 
and Fair Oa cars, if the ordinance is 
adopted, will stop in front of the 
Hook Bros, music store instead of in 
front of the Kessenick store, and all 
other cars would follow the same 
policy at the other throe corners of 
the square. 


By a vote of 10 to 9, the council 


passed the Caesar morion to reect 
all bids on the proposed No. 2 fire 
station and re-advertise, and follow- 
ed it up with a unanimous decision 
to demand fireproof construction, 
and a 13 to 6 vote to advertise for 
separate bids only. ' 


An ordinance to instruct the coun- 


cil to order platforms of wood or 
cork, sunken or made movable, and 
placed at each street intersection 
where policemen are stationed to di- 
rect traffic, was fathered by Aid. J. 
L. Starr. It was referred to the 
street committee. He argued that 
in summer the-asphalt pavements 
become unbearably hot and the of- 
ficers should not bo made to stand 
on it.

No. 8.-'How to Remember—By 
Examining Melodies. 


On the principle that the more 


we know about a thing the more 
chance we have of 'remembering it 
we may now examine and compare 
the structure of some of the melo- 
dies m the 28 compositions of the 
Music Memory contest 


First, we may note that the more 


tender and affectionate melodies 
employ tones which are very close 
together. 
These are made up in 


other words, of scale passages or of 
parts formed by taking adjacent or 
ne.-ghbonng tones of the scale. The 
beginning: of 0 Solo Mio and Home 
Sweet Home are typical examples. 
In the flond runs of the Ser.tet al- 
most the entire scale is us°d on sev- 
eral occasions. The mournful melo- 
dy which Death plays in the Danse 
Macabre descends in the tones of 
ns minor scale. 


Second, other melodies are made 


up largely, of tone; that are some 
distance apart; in other words, are 
based upon the chord rather than on 
the scale line. These are particularly 
common in trumpet-like or martial 
airs, such as the March from Tann- 
hauser and the Soldiers Chorus. 


Many of the selections, of course' 


combine scale and chord passages 
The Boccherini Minuet begins with 
a little figure of closely related 
notes; then jumps to the octave be- 


low, and climbs tip on the notes of 
the chord. But the Lord is Mind- 
lul ot His Own pursues a similar 
course. 


Third, Melodies differ 
greatly 
abo in the number of different tones 
wmcti they employ. The 
Mozart 


Minuet and the Chopin. Funeral 
March get much of their air of quiet 
irom the repetition of the same tone 
again and again. Of the first eight 
tones in the former all are the same 
except the seventh; of 
the

eleven tones in the latter all are 
the same except the fifth, sixth and 
seventh. Occasionally this same ef- 
iect is produced, not by repeatine 
one short tone, but by holding a 
single, tone for a considerable pe 
iod.

Whether woman will prove herself 


competent to measure up to the res- 
ponsibility of serving as a jnror re- 
mains to be seen, but she should 
bo given the chance to do so, says 
Judge C. Hoppmann of the superior 
court. 


"The age of the woman juror is 


here," he declared in an interview, 
"but the jury box is not a play 
horse or a place for a tea party or 
a coffee clu-b. The service rendered 
t>y women in th« jury box will even- 
tually popularize or 
eliminate the 


woman juror. The verdicts emanat- 
ing from the jury box have separat- 
ed husbands from wives, children 
from parents', spelled financial ruin 
to litigants and sent human lives to 
prison and to the gallows. 
As a 


jaror one is.called -upojn to perform 
one of the highest duties of citizen- 
ship; it may at times ;be a privilege, 
but at all times it is a very grave 
responsibility. 


"The great majority of people— 


men and women alike—" says the 
judge, "look upon the advent of the 
woman juror merely as a new privi- 
lege and give little or no consider- 
ation to the responsibility the new 
right carries with it. Women must 
realize that the privilege in itself is 
in reality only an empty hojior, and 
that tha real meat in the cocoanut 
is the responsibility which they 
must accept with the empty honor. 


"It is to be regretted that we read 


in the press reports of instances 
where this responsibility is apparent- 
ly entirely lost sight of -by all parties 
to the court proceedings, from the 
judge down. Unless women jurors 
can see and will measure up to the 
responsibility the result will be fi- 
nancial and reproachful, and a set- 
back in the progressive march of 
-wo- 


manhood. It must always be remem- 
lbered that a juror is as much a part 
of a court of justice as is the presid- 
ing jpdge,' and the duty and respon- 
sibility on his shoulders is at times 
just as grave as those resting on the 
shoulders of the judge."

"Defending" The Constitution 


Security League Has Been Succeeded by New Organizations 


for "Americanization" 


T 


HE old National Security League, which lost its usefulness 
when the forces behind it were exposed, has been succeeded 


by new agencies in the field of "Americanization" and in "de- 
fending and protecting" the constitution. 


The American Defense society and the American Constitu- 


tional league are among the organizations now that are carry- 
ing on the work of the big interests in fighting "radicalism" and 
those forces that are "seeking to overthrow the government." 


Considerable literature of these two organizations is afloat 


in Wisconsin. Under the guise of Americanism these organiza- 
tions, financed by special interests, have even pushed their prop- 
aganda into the schools. 


The American Constitutional league, financed by the big 


manufacturers of Wisconsin, is now laying plans for the defeat 
of Senator La Follette next year. 


These two organizations are busily engaged at the present 


time in working up a public stale of mind in which it is "un- 
American" to think of changing the constitution,—particularly 
those portions of the constitution which aid the big interests in 
exploiting the people. They want a state of mind in which any- 
one who even suggests any constitutional change shall be viewed 
with suspicion as undesirable and un-American. We are having 
drilled into us a lot of hypocritical twaddle about respect for the 
law and our institutions,—as though the forces back of the A. 
C. L. and the Defense society are not breaking the law and 
flouting our traditions and institutions where it serves them to 
doit. 


Now that these agencies are seeking to enter our schools 


and libraries we may expect that "dangerous" doctrines fount 
therein will be eliminated. 
The following, for instance, from 


Emerson's essay on Politics is rather dangerous doctrine ac 
cording to the A. C. L. and the Defense society: 


"* * * The form of government which prevails, is the 


expression of what cultivation that exists in the population 
which permits it. The law is only a memorandum. We are 
superstitious, and esteem the statute somewhat; so much life 
as it has in the character of living men, is its force. The statute 
stands there to say, yesterday we agreed so and so, but how fee 
ye this article today? Our statute is a currency, which we 
stamp with our own portrait: it soon becomes unrecognizable, 
and in process of time win return to the mint. Nature is not 
democratic, nor limited monarchical, but despotic, and will not be 
fooled or abated of any of her authority, by the protest of her 
sons: and as fast the public mind is opened to more intelligence, 
the code is seen to be brute and stammering. It speaks not ar 
ticulatdy, and must be made to. Meantime the education of the 
general mind never stops. The reveries of the true and simple 
are prophetic. 
What the tender poetic youth dreams, and 


prays and paints today, but shuns the ridicule of saying aloud, 
shall presently be the resolutions of public bodies, then shall be 
carried as grievance an bin of rights through conflict and war, 
and then shall be triumphant law and establishment for a hun- 
dred years, until it gives place, in turn, to new prayers and pic- 
tures. The history of the state sketches in coarse outline the 
progress of thought, and follows at a distance the delicacy ol 
culture and of aspiration." 


What fools and how blind these men who think that their 


money can stop the wheels of progress. Progress is about as 
insistent as Nature and all the money and influence and power 
of the puny organizations contrived by man will not stop prog- 
ress. Progress may insist that constitutions be changed, that 
governments be changed and that economic systems be 
changed,—and if progress DOES make such demands the de- 
fense societies and the constitutional societies and the special 
interests may as well be prepared to be swept into the discard.
